EFFECT:   Phases in registration fee increases for weighing and
measuring devices over a two year period, with 50 percent of the
increase applied in FY 2007 and 50 percent in FY 2008.  Directs the
Department to convene its weights and measures advisory committee
quarterly to monitor implementation of the act.  Requires a report to
the legislature to the Department and advisory committee by December 1,
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2006, if there are recommended changes to program implementation.
